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Anti-Nazi Radio Burns Up Air 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—(7)—A new outlaw radio station pur- 


portedly operating in Germany and giving its policy as anti-Nazi, 
anti-Jewish and anti-Communist had the shortwave lanes sizzling 
tonight with a tirade that eclipsed anything yet heard on the air 
from abroad. 

The station, heard by CBS, identified itself as that of “Gustave 
Siegried Eins” and apparently is sponsored by a group of old 
school Monarchist German army officers. 

Identifying himself as “The Chief,” the announcer unburdened 
himself of unprintable epithets and profanity and became especial- 
ly violent in discoursing on Adolf Hitler’s SA (Brownshirt) and 
SS (Elite Guard) men. 

“The Chief” hinted that Field Marshal Fedor Von Bock had 
protested to Adolf Hitler over the award of the iron cross to SA 
and SS men, and quoted Von Bock as saying: 

“Up to now it has not been the practice in Germany for hang- 
men to be decorated with military medals and orders of honor.” 

“This gang of drunken, filthy swine,” the announcer continued 
on his own, “besmirches the honor of every honest German sol- 
dier, who lies buried with an iron cross on his chest.”

British Destroyer Down 
in Two-Minute Raid 
Off Spain. 


LISBON, Portugal, Aug. 24—(P) 
A well-timed, two-minute “real 
blitz attack” by German subma- 
rines and bombers on a British 
convoy off the Spanish coast was 
reported tonight to have sunk sev- 
en merchantmen out of 20 and a 
British destroyer. 

Crewmen on a freighter which 
landed 25 rescued men told of the 
unusual raid at sea. The survi- 
vors reaching Lisbon were picked 
up from the 1,809-ton British 
freighter Ciscar, 

Besides the destroyer, the men 
said, they helieved three other 
men-of-war were hit by bombs.

Senator Byrd, of Virginia, spoke in the 
United States senate last week on national 
defensé. 

He quoted certain figures, giving no author- 
ity for them, and announced that our national 
defense program was a failure. Mr. Byrd, whom 
Washington correspondents rate as the most 
over-rated senator in congress, was shown up 
to be merely one of those nagging publicity 
seekers who had been given some incorrect 
figures and who believed them.

The increase in poultry production in Georgia 
in the last few years is one of the marvels of this 
decade.

HIGH POINTS OF HISTORIC MEETING Yon Ee 
u 


24.—Without violating any military secrets involved, the following 
may be given as an authentic recapitulation of the high points in 
the report made to administration leaders by President Roosevelt 
on his historic meeting with Prime Minister Churchill. It is enough 
to say that the summary comes from collective sources of the 
highest authority. 

On the score of British morale and determination to carry on 
at whatever costs, the President reported that the confidence of 
the Churchill government. in the ultimate outcome of the war is 
at a greater peak now than it has been since the conflict started. 
Victory over the Axis in time is looked on as a certainty. 

There was a time during the early stages after the fall of 
France when the prime minister was doubtful. Several periods 
found him worried and gravely concerned over the future. Now 
he is all confidence. His chief concern at the moment, shared in 
large measure by Mr. Roosevelt, is that too much public lethargy 
may creep into the situation, that the new feeling of confidence, 
both in the United States and England, may cause a disastrous 
slackening in war efforts. 


It was this state of mind, growing out of the Churchill confer-_., 


ence, that prompted the President, upon returning to Washington, 
to launch his campaign for making the country more conscious of 
the war dangers that confront us. 

Reasons for the new confidence in an ultimate victory over the 
Nazis are three-fold: 1—The new war pattern opened up by the 
invasion of Russia and the surprisingly strong resistance being 
put up by the Soviets. 2—Better organization and more intensive 
preparations effected by the British. 3—Increased American mili- 
tary supplies and the closer collaboration between the two great 
English-speaking nations. 

On the basis of information develop through their respective 
governmental channels, the President and the prime minister are 
also more confident than they ever were of the ability of the 
Russians to stand up against the Germans. 


RUSSIANS SURPRIZED US 


of the Russians to resist invasion of their homeland to the end, 
it develops that the Soviets have far greater reserves in tanks, 
planes and other important military equipment than the British or 
Americans realized before the clash with the Nazis came. More 
surprised than the British, perhaps, were the German generals. 

The President and prime minister now expect the Russians to 
hold out through the coming winter and into next spring even 
though the Nazis capture the Ukraine, vital Black Sea ports, and 
Leningrad, second city of the Soviets. Much of these anticipated 
setbacks had been written off from the start. The important thing 
is for the main body of the Russian army to remain intact. 

An encouraging factor already stressed in dispatches from 
Washington the information related to administration leaders 
by the President that the Russians have been able to move more 
than 50 per cent of their machine tools from the Ukraine sector, 
where much of the country’s heavy industries were centered. 
Transfer of the essential machinery far back in the interior, re- 
ported as far as the Ural mountains, will enable the Russians to 
maintain a fair degree of their war productive capacity. Loss of 
the tools would have had a serious crippling effect. 

Knowledge of the salvaging of the machinery contributed to the 
confidence in the Russian situation which Mr. Churchill displayed

As regards the Azores, Dakar and other island possessions off

One of the most interesting sidelights on the President’s cur- 
rent appraisal of war events is his feeling that the Japanese situ- 
ation offers no immediate prospects of drawing us into a war in 
the Pacific. A wide difference of opinion exists between him and 
some top-ranking administration, officials on this score, but he is 
known to believe we are in no Imminent danger of serious in- 
volvement there 

The Japs, he thinks, will remain on the fence until Russian 
events are clarified. Beyond a few gestures here and there to 
carry out the pretense of yielding to Hitler's pressure for start- 
ing something in the Pacific, nothing is expected to occur to 
draw us In. 

Some high-ranking administration 
view. They think the Japs have gone so far that they now cannot 
turn back. Consequently, they look for further moves that will 
extend the war to the Pacific, and expect them to come rather early. 

It is a reasonable surmise to assume that the President’s atti- 
tude reflects discussions he undoubtedly held on the subject with 
Mr. Churchill. If so, a logical deduction is that Mr. Roosevelt and 
the prime minister, knowing better than anyone else the scope of 
British preparations for meeting such a contingency in the Pacific, 
are convinced the Japs are bluffing. The bluff having been called 
by threats of British-American collaboration there, which even the 
isolationists seem to approve, nothing is expected to happen. 
Anticipating the furore raised by isolationists, Mr. Roosevelt, 
his first conference with administration congressional leaders 
after returning to Washington, took pains to explain that his joint 
declaration of principles with Prime Minister Churchill involved 
no commitments of the United States regarding peace or war ob- 
jectives. He defined the eight points as merely an expression of 
hopes which any American might voice, and disclaimed any in- 
tention to commit the government to a course of action beyond 
that contained in the exercise of his prerogative, as chief execu- 
tive, to Buide national policy.

WPA workers couldn't. 


The six years of WPA in Georgia were covered in a report issued 
Saturday by Administrator Harry E. Harman. It is a rather amaze 
ing story of accomplishments. 


There were a lot of jokes about the WPA. The enemies of 
the President attacked it. They said they leaned on their shovels 
so long that many of them turned into statues. They made many 
jokes. Harry Harman’s report isn’t anything to joke about. In 
six years the WPA has: 

Served more than 12,000,000 meals to poor children in more than 
900 schools. 

Helped build 8,386 miles of roads and streets. 
miles were rural roads.) 

Helped construct 2,145 bridges and lay down 31,108 culverts. 

Erected 620 public buildings, including 221 new schools. 

Remodeled 1,934 others. 

Built 15 new flying fields. Built 24 stadiums. 
Built 48 athletic fields. Built 15 golf courses. 
courts. Built 17 swimming pools. 

Turned out 1,800,905 garments, 125,956 articles of bedding, 13,526 
household articles, 37,051 institutional articles for hospitals. 

Supervised canning of more than 250,000 quarts of food and the 
drying of 20 tons of food. 

Helped build sewerage systems and construct sanitary privies 
which greatly have reduced incidence of hookworm and malaria in 
sections of the state. 

Helped build 47 new utility plants, 45 pumping stations, 11 water 
treatment plants, 247 miles of water mains, 445 miles of storm 
sewers. 

Has dug almost 1,000 miles of drainage ditches and cleaned up 
294,580 acres of mosquito-breeding swamps. 

Employed more than 250,000 different persons. 

That is just a part of the story. 

It is easy to see that a great deal of sweat and toil went into 
the state’s history of WPA work and activity. Not very much 
shovel-leaning is in it! 

Georgia was lucky from the beginning in her WPA administra- 
tion. Miss Gay Shepperson was firm and honest. She refused to 
let state politics get into the picture. Robert L. McDougall was 
another good one. And Harry Harman carries on in the same 
manner.

EMERGENCY ACTION The WPA was an emergency crea- 

tion. There was, of course, some 
waste. There was not time to plan it before beginning it. People 
were starving. After a good many years of exploitation at the hands 
of Republican misrule, plus the general world-wide changes in 
world economics, the situation was desperate. 

There were other factors. Some cities and some states. where 
local politicians were eager to get their hands on the money, re- 
fused to supply enough co-operation to provide real work. There 
followed the many rakings of leaves and other work of that type 
which produced so much criticism. It is well to remember the 
WPA never wanted to do this. The workers didn’t like it. They 
wanted real work. 

When they got it they did good jobs. The thousands of miles 
of roads, the miles of sewers, the bridges, school buildings, flying 
fields and their other constructions, all are good jobs. 

Everywhere one goes one may see where the WPA has made a 
lasting contribution to the betterment of the state. In backwoods, 
poor counties where shacks once served as school buildings, one may 
find modern buildings. 

The feeding of the poor children, the teaching of health and 
recreation, the sewing rooms for the destitute old women, the many 
other things which the agency did will remain to testify for it 
long after the critics are forgot. 

That it attracts farm tenants and sharecroppers off farms merely 
exposed how bad their living and work conditions had been on those 


farms. 

OF, FOR. BY THE PEOPLE It is worth noting, indeed I 
think it worth emphasizing, that 

all these things w sil done by a government agency and that they 

were done for, by and of the people. 

Not a single thing was done for special privilege. 

The airports are public. The sewers, the drainage ditches, the 
garments for the poor and for public hospitals; the teachings of 
health and recreation—all these were for the people. 

The parks were built for the enjoyment of the people. You may 
see them crowded each Sunday and well-used throughout the week. 
The bridges, the culverts are for the benefit of the people. 

And so, the story goes. There was a desperate emergency. The 
President met it by hastily forming the WPA. It provided em- 
ployment. It put men to work building things and doing things 
which would make life better for all the people. 

That’s what government ought to do. 

It came after a long number of years in which government had 
been largely devoted to special privilege. That is one reason why 
it was so often attacked. 

Harry Harman’s report is worth the reading. I wonder if there 
is one person who will read it and then say what should have been 
done if there had been no WPA? What could have been sub- 
stituted for it? 

The WPA can hold up its head, proud of a good job in Georgia. 
And an Ronest: one!

Workmen Exhorted. 

In a statement regarding the 
disorders, De Brinon said the five 
acts of railroad sabotage occurred 
in suburbs, most of which are in-. 
_habited by workers, within the last 
two weeks. 

He appealed particularly to rail- 
road workers not to endanger 
“thousands of lives” by sabotage. 

Paris reports said the car carry- 
ing the Germans was smashed last 
night when it sped into a cable 
stretched across a street at night 
in Puteau, one of the “Red Ring” 
of working class suburbs about the! 
German-occupied capital. 

The Germans were said to have 
been injured; the terrorists es- 
caped. 

This was the first reported act |

PENSACOLA, Fla., Friday—I enjoved 
One is certainly conscious of the activity 
going on and all that it entails, but nothing can mar the charm 
of the southern atmosphere. Even if you are 
busy, you feel less busy in the south than you 
do in the north. I am just about to leave-on 
the return flight to New York City, for tomor- 
row I must be at Hyde Park to welcome the 
Duke of Kent and some other guests. 

The President reached Hyde Park yester- 
day, so he was there to welcome by daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Elliott Roosevelt, and her two 
children. They will be with us, I hope, for a 
long visit. I have not seen the children for 
some time and I am looking forward very much 
to having them at Hyde Park. 

The pony has had very little exercise of 
late and I hope they will ride him every day, except when he will 
be away at the Dutchess County Fair. There is always a horse 
show during the fair and I imagine we shall enter the pony and 
one other horse, if one of our little neighbors is willing to ride them. 

Today, I had better take up something which has come to me 
from Lexington, Ky: I am asked to explain how I happened to be 
one of the sponsors for “Finland, Incorporated.” The answer is 
very simple. After the Finnish-Russian war, a great many of us 
wanted to help Finland in any way that we could. and this was 
an organization which was started to be of assistance in any way 
that seemed possible. 

At present, the Finns are fighting with 
Russia. I doubt if they had any choice, but, of course. “Finland, 
Incorporated” can do little nothing for them. For the time 
being I have resigned from the organization. I have also been 
Supporting a Finnish orphan. 

I have written to find out whether there is any assurance that 
the money contributed now actually feeds that child. -I would not 
want to make any child suffer if I could help at the present time, 
but if the money is-not accomplishing its object. I shall put it in a 
fund to await the day when peace comes. With our small con- 
tribution each of us can help the building process which will have 
to go on 1n so many parts of the world.
